TOLSTOI TO THECZAR 


THE PHILOSOPHER'S APPEAL TO THE 
RUSSIAN EMPEROR. 


Tells Him of the Absurd Crueltles Prae- 
ticed in His Name—Warns Him Against 
Pobledonostzoff and Sipiagin — Letter 
Opens With an to Read It 
Alone and Allow His Own Geod Heart 


to Prompt. 


Appeal 


In 1896 a Russian official publica- 
tion called The Statesman’s Hand- 
book for Russia was issued in the 
English language from the Chancery 
of the Committee of Ministers, _ pri- 
marily in order to acquaint the 
young Empress, the granddaughter of 
Queen Victoria, with the institutions 
of the country which had just be- 
come Her Majesty’s new home, and 
also to afford information on the 
subject for Englishmen in general, 
says the Moscow correspondent of 
The London Times. In that book, 
among other extracurdinary things, 
there is a chapter on the toleration 
of the Russian Government in relig- 
ious matters entitled ‘Freedom of 
Religion,’’ which will astonish any 
reader who happens to know the real 
position of Russia in this respect, 


and is certainly calculated to mis- 
lead the Englishman who takes his 
information from this and other of- 


ficial publications lately distributed 
by the Russian Government with an 
unprecedented expenditure of labor, 
money and zeal. As a contrast to 
this official ‘‘Freedom of Religion,’’ 
which, like many other Asiatic or 
mediaeval things in Russia, hidden 
under European nomenclature, means 
exactly the reverse of what it means 
everyWhere else in Europe, I send 
a translation of one of the many cop- 
ies of Count Tolstoi’s last letter to 
the Crar, now being privately cir- 
culated. The style in Russian 
to be very careless for so distin- 
guished a writer; but this, I am told, 
is to be accounted for by the fact 
that it was written when the author 
was very ill and bedridden at the end 
of last year. Its contents have be- 
come so generally known here among 
all well-informed people that there 
can hardly be any doubt as to its 
authenticity. The request made = on 
behalf of certain Russian women, 
who ask to be allowed to leave their 
present place of abode evidently re- 
fers to their Wish to join their hus- 
bands in exile Somewhere in the re- 
moter parts of Siberia. 

Your Imperial Majesty Gospodar 

Nicholas Alexandrovich: 

Kindly read through the enclosed 

letter yourself and alone; it was not 


seems 


at first intended for you, and it is 
short. Listen to the promptings of 
your own good heart and act ac- 


cordingly, 

Nine young women living at liber- 
ty, With sufficient for their needs, 
and two old matrons, beg as a spe- 
cial favor, after selling all they have 
accumulated by hard.work, to be al- 
lowed to give up a free and comfort- 
able existence and to go to the most 
horrible place of exile surrounded by 
the most painful conditions. What 
must have been the sufferings of 
these people durmg six years of sepa- 
tation, living alone, in the most dif- 


ficult circumstances? And how mor- 
al and strong must they be if, in 
the midst of their sufferings, they 
think not of themselves, but of one 
another, and of how to be true to 
their marriage vows, But these are 


not the only people who are suffer- 
ing there, Hundreds of such Rus- 
sians, the best of the people, are un- 
dergoing still worse suffering from re- 
ligious persecution, which, through 
some astonishing misunderstanding, 
continues to be practised in Russia, 
and even on the increase at a 
time when all enlightened persons 
and Governments have long ago re- 
cognized the futility, absurdity and 
cruel injustice of such persecution. I

have long had it in my mind as a 
sacred duty before I die to try to 
open your eyes to the senseless and 


terrible cruelties which are perpetrat- 
ed in your name, The accompanying 
letter from the Doukhobors has de- 
termined me to put it off no longer. 
Thousands of the best Russians, sin- 


cerely religious people, and,  there- 
fore, stich as constitute the chief 
strength of every nation, have been 


already ruined or are being ruined in 
prison and in banishment, or have 
been sent out, or are being sent out, 
of Russia. The flower of the popula- 


tion, not only in the Caucasus, but 
also in Russia proper, 10,000 Douk- 
hobors, notwithstanding all hard- 
ships and = privations, have quitted 
their fatherland forever, not only 
With regret, but in terror from the 
remembrance of all they have had 
to undergo there. Several thousand 
Molokani in the district of Kars, as 
many in Erivan, whose petition to 
be allowed to emigrate I have al- 
ready submitted to you, the Molo- 
kani of Tashkent, and some 10,000 
persons in the provinces of Kharkofl 
and Kieff, who are persecuted for 
their faith—all these wish and pray 
for one thing only, and that is the 
permission to leave Russia and to 
go where they may safely worship 
God as” they understand Him, and 
not as ordered by the authorities, 
most of whom recognize no God 
whatever, 

If you do not know of all the ab- 
surd crueltics which are committed 
in your name, then allow me to tell 
you here that my words will be con- 
firmed by ‘any just person Whom you 
may commission to investigate the 
matter, But once knowing that your 


name is used to justify the infliction 


of suffering upon the innocent, and 
She best among the people, and that 
you are able to prevent it, you can- 
not have peace of mind until you 
have done this, Do not take counsel 
with the men who have arranged 
this ill-treatment to be guided — by 
them, neither with Pobicdonostzoff, 
who is a man. behind his’ time, 
cunning, obstinate and cruel nor 
with Sipiagin, who is'a mart ef 
mediocre abilities, frivolous and wn- 


enlightened, Such people will tell you 
that I am visionary, an anarchist 
and a Godless person, and that alll 
say and advise is unjust, but what l 
sav is not from my own point of 


view. I speak from the point of view 
of Your Majesty, who is able to put 
an end to the crimes committed un- 
der the guise of legality and to de- 
stroy the bases on which such crimes 
are founded. Therefore, I take the 
liberty of advising you as follows: 
(1) To revise and abolish the con- 
tradictory and shameful laws now 
existing in regard to persecution in 


the name of religion, which have 
long. ceased to exist in every other 
country except Russia; (2) to put an 


end to all persecution and punish- 
ment for departure from the religious 
creed of the State, and to liberate 
all persons imprisoned and exiled on 
account of their faith; and (3) to re- 
consider the question of how to. re- 
concile the requirements of conscience 
in religious matters with the de- 
mands of the State—as, for example, 
the refusal to take an oath and to 
perform military service; not to pun- 
ish such dissent as a crime, but try 
to reconcile the inconsistency, aS Was 
done in the case of the Mennonites, 
by compulsory labor in exchange for 
military service, and a solemn de- 
claration to speak the truth in courts 
of law instead of the usual oath. 

Forgive me if I have not explained 
my self clearly; my only motive was 
the good of the people in general and 
of yourself in particular. I know and 
feel all the weight and responsibility 
of your position, I believe that the 
cruel religious oppression practised 
in your name, besides doing harm to 
yourself in the opinion of the people, 
in the opinion of Europe and the 
judgment of history, lays upon you 
a tormenting responsibilty. By abol- 
ishing this religious persecution and 
by making its repetition impossible 
you will not only relieve yourself of 
this responsibility, but will experi- 
ence the pleasurable consciousness of 
having done a good work, 


God help you to do that which 
pleaseth Him. And in doing this you 
will do the greatest good for the 


Russian people and for yourself. Your

THE GENTLE BOER. 


His Cruel Treatment of Natives—Kills for 
the Sake of Killing. 


Writing from Kuruman, under date 
February 18, a correspondent sends 


home a terrible picture of Boer bar- 
barity in that district. 
“For over eight weeks now,’ he 


Writes, ‘‘we have been isolated, and 
know little of what is transpiring in 
the outer world, When the Boers (all 
rebels) re-entered our district our 
natives were very anxious to fight. 
I hod very great difficulty in per- 
suading them to sit still, but at lust 
they saw the futility of rising. 

“The Boer treatment of natives is 
most brutal. I know of too many 
cases of brutal murder done to inno- 
cent natives ever to feel again that 
a Boer is a kindly, generous, and 
Simple peasant. He is a brute, and, 
tiger-like, kills for the sake of kill- 
ing. One of our natives left here 
for Daniel’s Kuil with despatches. 
He has never returned, but the rebel 
leader has sent word to one of our 
chieftains that he was captured and 
shot in co}d blood. The story, as 
told by a‘supposed eye-witness, is 
that they tied him to a wagon, flog- 
ged him, compelled him by flogging 
to dig his own grave, and then shot 
him. 

“When these 
Daniel's Kuil

The weaknesses of human nature 
are confined to no class of men, 
Wealth is not necessary for the pace 
that kills and poverty is no bar to 
[t, Knowledge is not a preventive 
and ignorance is only an accelera- 
tion. Health sometimes prompts it 
and disease is often its excuse, Gen- 
tle birth and careful training only 
stimulate it in some instances, while 
common origin and coarse breeding 
are accepted by it as a welcome var- 
iation. In the parlance of the race 
track—it ‘‘plays no favorites.’’ The 
race is open to all comers, and no 
question is raised as to pedigree, age 
or previous performance. The nomi- 
nator can make his own regulations. 
He can go the long course or the 
short course, over the flat or the 
hurdles, as he chooses. The only con- 
dition imposed is that he shall keep 
at it, and in the end the prize shall 
be his. For to everyone that goes 
the pace that kills and keeps at it 
there is a prize—the prize of shame, 
disgrace, demorualization, death. 

There is no need of preaching 
about it. For centuries good men 
have inveighed against it from the 
pulpit and the rostrum. Learned 
scientists have written endless books 
against it, Saintly women have ut- 


tered their most devout prayers 
against it. And yet it goes 
on and will go on. There is a germ 
of degeneracy in mankind that de- 


velops under all conditions, and for 


which no remedy can be found. Its 
development is sometimes fast. But 
unless a check is put on it in its 
early stages the end is always the 


Same—the madhouse or the morgue. 

The department of public charities 
of the City of New York is the dump- 
ing ground of the refuse humanity of 
the second greatest city in the world, 
Here are deposited those creatures 
Whom no other agency will care for 
The sick, the pauper, the inebriate, 
the idiot, the epileptic, the paraly- 


tic, the insane. Hundreds’ of these 
come every day, The gate of the 
public charities is always open, and 
no one is refused. Each day, too, is 


gathered the city’s dead. From _ the 
river, from secluded corners of the 
parks, from little rooms in obscure 
hotels and from meager apartments 
of poor tenements are gathered day 
after day those to whom life was 
not worth living, or whose end came 
in such poverty that their only 
chance of interment was the potter’s 
field. 


It is grewsome fruit, and, lying 
there one above the other in the 
compartments of the morgue, each 


corpse is the dumb witness of some 
life tragedy, some driving on t 
death from which in the end there 
Was no escape. If one were to take 
from this granary of the dead in- 
dividual cases and trace them 
through all the steps that brought 
them to the morgue, one would find 
that directly or indirectly the end 
Was due to the pace that kills. The 
same is true of New York City’s 10,- 
000 insane people and of its count- 
less feeble-minded idiots and epilep- 
tics. Somewhere at some time some- 
body has gone the pace that kills, 
and not only has plunged himself 
into destruction, but has carried 
others with him, or has left seeds of 
dissipation that have sprung up af- 
ter him.

The pace that kills would 
still continue, but to the wheels of 
the chariot of the fool that goes it 
there would be chained fewer victims 
and there would also be fewer fools 
to emulate his example.

THE WESLEY PORTRAITS. 


A Unique Collection of Portraits for Vie- 
tora Uuiversity. 


The portraits of the Wesley family 
which have been painted by Mr. J. 
W. L. Forster will  be*a distinct 
acquisition to Toronto art. They 
will be finally hung in the Victoria 
University. The unveiling took place 


in the Metropolitan Church parlors 
on Monday, April 22, 1901. There 
are three portraits, representing 


John Wesley, the father of Method- 
ism; Charles Wesley, the poet of Me- 
thodism, and Susannah Wesley, the 
mother of Methodism. The portraits 
are the result of much travel and 


study by Mr. Forster in England, 
and he has omitted no detail of 
study which would assist in assur- 


ing accuracy of detail in the pictures 
and of likeness. The portrait of 
John Wesley is already well known 
to the art public of Toronto, as it is 
now on view at the Academy Exhi- 
bition. It represents John Wesley 
expounding a passage. His right 
hand is held aloft, and his right foot 
advanced. He is robed in black. The 
figure is strong, and in the features 
can be seen the strength of convic- 
tion and purpose which enabled him 
to carry out his great movement so 
successfully. The portrait of Charles 
Wesley shows him standing before a 
table with an open book upon it. In 
his left hand is a piece of manuscript, 
and in his right hand a quill pen. 
He is robed also in black. The fea- 
tures are seen to resemble strongly 
those of his brother, and in the eyes 
and forehead is the same light of in- 
telligence and firm will. The  por- 
trait of Mrs. Wesley is most inter- 
esting. Mrs. Wesley sits in her liltle 


study, her back to the window, 
through which is seen Epworth 
Church, and in the middle distance 


the grave of her husband. It was 
from the tombstone upon this grave 
of his father that John Wesley, when 
refused admittance to the church, 
delivered his sermons. 

Mr. Forster has devoted the 
utest energy and skill upon 
work. Toronto will in a sense be 
unique in possessing such an excel- 
leat collection of absolutely authen- 
tic pictures of the Wesley family. 
There is no other such collection 
anywhere in the world.

A UNIQUE EXPERIENCE, 


Aeronanuts In the Heart of a Thun- 
dercloud Escape Unhaurt, 


To be in the very heart of a thundcr- 
cloud and escape unharmed is an unusuai 
if not a unique experience. That is whot 
happened to the Rey. Johan M. Bacon 
and some companions in one of his bal- 
loon ascensions from Newbury, England. 

Mr. Bacon, in telling of his exerience, 
seys: “In scarcely more than 20 minutes 
from the start a sudden and surprising 
change took place in our circumstances, 
Our environment, which had appear- 
ed absolutely calm and clear, began 
changing with the rapidity of a trans- 
formation scene, Below us the few hun- 
dred feet that separated us from earth 
began filling in with a blue haze quite 
transparent, but growing palpably filmier, 
while ahead, as also right and left, the 
horizon at the level of our eye and higher 
opposed a dense fog barrier of an ashen 
hue. Overhead of course the sky view 
was entirely hidden by the huge silken 
globe. At this time we were being swept 
along on our course, which remained 
sensibly unaltered in direction, at a speed 
which we subsequently were able to fix 
ot approximately 40 miles an hour. 

“To ourselves the full significance of 
these circumstances was not immediately 
apparent, but the onlookers at our point 
of departure—the town gas works, now 
some five miles in our wake—clearly de 
tected the approach of a heavy thunder 
pack and, as they reasonably asserted, 
coming against the wind, It towered 
above the balloon, now seen projected 
plainly against its face. It came on rap- 
idly and assumed formidable proportions. 
The balloon was flying due west at high 
speed, and at apparently no great dis- 
tance overhead the thundercloud was 
progressing at a moderate velocity not 
accurately determined, but due east or 
directly opposed to the surface current. 

“And now with a whistle a blinding 
sheet of hail attacked the aeronauts, 
stinging their faces so sharply as to 
give the idea that the stones were falling 
from a great height, and immediately aft- 
erward from all sides and close around 
flushes of lightning shot out with remark- 
able frequency and vividness. We were, 
in fact, fairly embosomed in the thunder- 
cloud. Other and near observers nar:ow- 
ly watched the phases of phenomena now 
in progress. These were the countrymen 
who became interested spectators and 
who presently came to our assistance. 
They seemed to have imagined that the 
balloon must be infallibly struck, inas- 
much as it appeared to them completely 
encircled with lightning. It was indeed 
the worst storm the countryside had 
known for many years. At Devizes, on- 
ly a few miles ahead, it lasted for five 
hours continuously, A little way on our 
right a house was struck and burned to 
the ground, and on our left a couple of 
soldiers were killed on Salisbury plain. 

“Though the storm progressed, it also 
appeared to lag behind the wind that 
bore it along. It did not seem to advance 
against us as a whole, but rather about 
us, forming itself out of what a few mo- 
ments before had appeared mere empty 
and transparent air,” 

The lightning as seen by the people in 
the balloon seemed to leap from cloud to 
cloud and not from the clouds to the 
earth, and the noise of the thunder con- 
sisted of short, sharp reports like the ex- 
plosions of gun cotton without any of 
the rolling reverberations heard on the 
earth. The aeronauts passed through 
the thunderstorm uninjured, but it was 
trying to the nerves, The question is, 
“With the lightning playing all around 
it and houses and men being struck on 
the earth below, why was not the balloon 
demolished by a thunderbolt?” 


The Ring and the Cross, 

The form of cross known distinctively 
as Irish and consisting of a circle sur- 
rounding and binding together the head 
of the cross is in all probability but a 
representation of the ancient Milesian 
standard—a_ serpent twisted about a 
crossed staff. Such crosses, rudely 
wrought in stone, have been found in pa- 
gan cemeteries and are probably relics of 
the serpent worshipers. ‘The form, 
which is a very beautiful one, was re 
tained by the early Christians with many 


other memorials of paganism. Upon these | 


crosses the most beautiful and intricate 
sculpture was subsequently 
specimens fortunately remain to us in the 
celebrated cross of Cong and those of 
Monasterboice, one of which is 27 feet 
in height. A monkish manuscript in- 
forms us that the body of the cross rep- 
resented salvation and the circle everlast- 
ing life, but this was also symbolized by 
the serpent, of which the circle was un- 
doubtedly a pagan representation.
